RETTRYS FROW RVSSTAN WILDS 

WITH BREASTS THAT BEAT 
THE BENGAL KIND. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 9.—Four gi- 
gantic Stberian tigers, captured in 
the wilds of the interior of Sibe- 
ria, the largest in captivity, arrived 
in Sacramento yesterday. The 
tigers, which are the first ever im- 
ported into America, are the prop- 
erty of Dr. D. B. Boyd, who is in the 
business of importing wild beasts.

WAGES VARY. 
Although there {s no art models’ 
union in Los Angeles, nor anywhere 
else, so far as can be learned. there 
is a generally-recognized scale of 
wages, running from 25 cents an 
hour to $6, according to the per- 
sonal pulchritude and ability of the 
model. This scale, however, is of- 
ten varied by the financial condition 


of the artist and by the remunera- 
tion he receives for his work. As 
a rule, the artist is extravagaritly 
generous by nature, but too often 
he finds it difficult enough to earn 
a living for himeelf, let alone pay- 
ing high wages fo his model. 

The most famous model of mod- 
ern times, and perhaps of all time, 
is Antonio Corsi, a native of Atina, 
Italy, and who has been the in- 
spiration of hundreds of master- 
pieces of painting and sculpture in 
every country on earth.

The biplane, Mr. Thornburg stat- 
ed, will weigh 1750 pounds, heving 


especfally ed for the novi- 
tlate flyer. There ig no over-hang 
and the wing span, of both upper 
and lower wing, is thirty-one by 
five feet, the upper wing being at 
a greater angle than the lower one, 
which fact, coupled with the fur- 
ther fact that the upper wing is 
staggered forward, so that it de- 
flects the air down onto the stabil- 
izer, will make the plane easy to 
manage. The machine will have the 
dual stick control, making it a mod- 
el plane for the teaching of an ama- 
teur by an expert flyer. 

The wing curvature and setting 
are according to the latest methods 
developed at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. The body 
of the machine is made from select 
spruce pine, the metal used being 
nickel-steel, and the ribs of the

e men's wives epidemic, fewer suicides, 
fewer “unwritten-law cases,” fewer nervous 
diseases and fewer liver complaints. 

The food profiteers on the one hand and 
union labor on the cther are taking a 
prompt advantage of the national ai!ment 
the great national weakness for putting all 
the work out. Husky men and women. per- 
fectly capable of a healthy day’s work. have 
acquired this comfortable habit of paying 
someone else to do it. Large sections of 
the community have fixed ideas as to what 
sort of employment is beneath them. what 
sort of work is suitable to their precious 
“social position;” and when they work at 
all they prefer to perform some superfluous 
genteel task badly rather than something 
a trifle more menial in which they might 
be a success, Thus we have professions 
like the law, the stage, clerkshins. medi- 
cine, mind-healing and real-estating over- 
crowded with inefficient aspirants, while 
the essential trades are crying out for well- 
paid help. So many men and women who 
scorn to earn their living with their hands 
are overworking inadequate minds in what 
they are pleased to call “brainwork,” 
maintaining a specious social position” in 
a hopeless struggle against ever-increasing 
prices. 

Thousands of good carpenters and good 
plumbers are lost in inefficient clerks, 
shoddy lawyers, unappreciated entertainers 


and struggling medicos. Thousands of ürst- 


class cooks, housemaids. nurses and seam- 
stresses are wasted in lady elocutionists. 
imperfect music teachers, hopeless stenog- 
raphers and pitiful movie aspirants. 


But it isn’t necessary for us all to get 


out and work for pay. It would make a 
vast and tangible difference to the cost of 
living if the average citizens would but 
make a point of doing their own chores. 
waiting upon themselves, cleaning their 
own houses, cooking their own meal shav- 
ing their own chins. shampooing their own 


hair, manicuring their own nails and arb, 


trating their own domestic troubles. 

Maybe some of the cafeterias and beauty 
pariors, the barbers and divorce lawyers 
would not do quite such a roaring trade: 
but the average household accounts would 
come down with such a marked effect and 
savings accounts go up that the result for 
the whole community would be well worth 
the shaving of the profits of the few. 

Time was when the average man of the 
house rather prided himself on being a 
handy fellow who could mend 4 broken 
window, fix a fatilty lock. put up a needed 
shelf, repair a rickety chair, repaint a 
frowsy bit of furniture, and even, at a 
pinch, retint the shabby walls and celling 
and paint the front porch. But this angel in 
the house is a rare bird nowadays. He puts 
the jobs out—and groans when the bills 
come in. 

Time was when the average housewife 
did her own housework, took a pride in her 
own cooking. held Monday sacred to home 
laundry, shampooed her own aid the chil- 
dren’s hair, made all the garments for her 
little brood, raised chickens and vegetables 
in the back yard and generally made every 


minute of the day profitable. But now she 


feels.a martyr ind when any such tasks 
fall to her lot and cafeteria, the apart- 
ment-house, the steam laundries and the 
ready-made garment dealer gain her ready 
patronage. Yet she can be trusted to read 
a most logical paper on the high cost of 
living and the wicked profiteers before her

If we all start in 
paying only for the labor we cannot pos- 
siblg.perform ourselves, we can prcmptly 
alter the rising line in those artistic cost 
of living and labor charts so popular with 
panacea rhetoricians. When they show us 
that prices everywhere have risen to dizzy 
heights and plutocratic percentages, it is 


well for us to remember that our tastes, 


our leisure, our modern comforts and lux 
uries have risen accordingly, and that we 
regard many commodities and services as 
necessities today that were certainly arch. 
luxuries to our forefathers. 

The prosperity of this country was bullt 
up on hard work, thrift, conservation. 
These virtues have been submerged in their 
own reward. With the end of the war the 
country seemed to lose ite head and em- 
bark on a riot of spending and loafing. 
Perhaps that was a natural reaction, but 
the time has come to call a halt, to get 
back to work, to apply the fine lessons of 
thrift and service learned during the war 


to win a victory of arms, to win the greater 


victory of a healthy, nobler peace. 

Work, work for everybody, will prove 
the greater panacea. The same well-mani- 
cured hands. both male and female, which 
so willingly sacrificed their beauty for 
service in war time, can do the country a 
greater service still by sacrificing it on 
the altar of peace today. 


EN AND MACHINERY. 
Strikes and labor troubles in the print- 
ing industry have started the inventors at 
work in machinery and devices to snooth 
out the wrinkles in the business and may- 
hap dispense with the well-known printer 
almost entirely. The ol1-fashioned compos- 
itor has practically disappeared, anrhow, 
and now the grip of his successor, the lino- 
type operator, may be loosed. Officers of 
the Publishers’ Association assert that new 
machinery will shortly be available which 
will virtually do away with all tyre compo- 
sition. will take a long time to do it, but 
the decla¥ation proyes what has been al- 
ready said: Every time a man goes on a 
strike some other man starts to making 4 
machine to take his place.

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EPORT THE ALIEN AGITATORS. 

Loyal Americans everywhere will sus- 
tain the government in its policy of de- 
porting all aliens known to be conspirisg 
against the peace and safety of the repub- 
lic.

They are enjoying 
a greater degree of personal prosperity 
than could have been possible in their na- 
tive lands. Night schools have been opened 
for them. They pay no tuition; in some 
cases the books are supplied free. The 
whole and only intent is to teach them the 
fundamentals ef Americanism. By a ma- 
jority these good offices are appreciated; 
but this educational work is hampered and 
nullified by a few radicals who have come 
in with the other immigrants for the pure 
pose of exploiting them for their personal 
aggrandizement. 

Red zealots from Russia and Hungary 
have been pouring into the country during 
the last two years under various disguises 
They are supplied with letters of credit 
and they promptly set to work to organize 
the foreigners into soviets. They have 
found the labor unions a fertile field for 
their propaganda and well-intentioned but 
ignorant foreigners are duped, first Le the 
walking delegates to get them into the 
unions and then by the red emissartes of 
Bolshevism, who lead them into open re- 
delllon against the government.
